Gentlemen :— 

Your Superintending School Committee would congratulate the town on the 
faithfulness, ability and success with which our schools have been conducted the 
past year. Our teachers had both taught in this and other towns, and brought 
with them excellent testimonials of the approval, confidence and esteem which 
they had previously gained. In our past school reports they are both mentioned 
with admiration and praise; while they are spoken of by parents and children 
with gratitude and pleasure. With the reputations which our teachers had ob- 
tained here and in other places, we had the greatest confidence in the success of 
our schools. Under their management, the pupils have made such commendable 
improvement in their studies and conduct, that we would most earnestly hope 
that their services may be continued another year. 


DISTRICT Noi: 
CHARLES E, TUCK, Prudential Committee. 


TEACBHER—Miss Mary Francis Green. 


The teacher by her firm and gentle government, gained the love and good 
will of the scholars, improved their conduct and advanced them in their studies. 
By treating the smaller and more backward children with kindness, sympathy 
and encouragement, the teacher gave them new interest in their lessons, gained 
the gratitude of their friends and manifested one of the elements in the man- 
agement of her school. Nearly thirty visitors were present at the examination, 
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who seemed to enjoy the various exercises of the occasion, while they manifest- 
ed a friendly interest in the teachers and scholars. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 
JONATHAN PALMER, Prudential Committee. 


TracuER—Mrs. Sarah M. Kennard. 


This school, under the management of Mrs. Kennard, has had excellent or- 
der, while the scholars have been prompt and ready in their lessons, and made 
good progress in their studies. Some of the members of the school have 
been so irregular in their attendance, that their friends cannot complain if they 
have not made much advancement in learning. The teacher, by the energy and 
life with which she conducts the school, must give new force and animation to 
her pupils. ‘The examination will doubtless be a pleasant success, and it is hoped 
that the parents and friends of the children will be peseent and learn from their 
own observation the state of the school. 

The following table of statistics will indicate the state of our schools: 


District No. 1. Length of the schools—1st Term, 17 weeks, 2d Term, 16 
weeks ; whole number of pupils—1st Term, 48, 2d Term, 53; average number 
of pupils—1st Term 41, 2d Term 88: wages of teacher a month—1lst Term, $32, 
2d Term, $36 ; number of children not attending school—1st Term, 1, 2d Term, 
1; cases of corporal punishment—lst Term, 0, 2d Term, 0. 


District No. 2. Length of the schools—1st Term, 18 weeks, 2d Term, 18 
weeks ; whole number of pupils—1st Term, 42, 2d Term, 42; average number 
of pupils—ist Term, 85, 2d Term, 35; wages of teacher a month—lst Term, 
$32, 2d Term, $32; number of children not attending school—lst Term, 6, 2d 
Term, 4; cases of corporal punishment—Ist,Term, 1, 2d Term, 0. 


The following pupils in District No. 1, have not been absent for one half a day 
for one term: Clara L. Rowe, Lizzie E. Tucke, Melvin C. Wadleigh, Arthur 
R. Prescott and Alice Brewer. 

The following pupils in District No 2, have not been absent: for half a day 
for one term: Maria D. Tilton, Sadie Chase, FloraW. Piper, Susie H. Austin, 
Henry Brown, Charles H. Piper, Frank A. Mace, Charles M. Evans and Daniel 
Evans. 

Our schools are generally supplied with books, though the reading books in 
District No. 2 need to be changed, and new classes in history should be formed 
in both schools. Both schools need to be well supplied with suitable black- 
boards. 

The school house in Dist. No. 2 is in fine condition, though a new fence, end a 
few ornament shade trees would be a great improvement. The school houses in 
District No. 2 should be removed, and new ones built in convenient places for 
the accommodation of the children. It is hoped that the more intelligent, gen- 
erous and public-spirited men in the district, will erect one schoolhouse the com-- 
ing season, which will not only give comfort and pleasure to the teacher and 
children, but be a pleasant feature in the landscape. 

In conclusion, I would say, that the parents whose happiness or unhappiness 
must be inseparably linked with the character of their children, should feel new 
’ interest in the condition of our schools. Whether their children shall be intelli- 
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gent or ignorant, refined or cultivated, moral or vicious, religious or profane, 
are questions that should be faithfully considered by every parent in the com- 
munity. Those, who wisely improve the advantages of our schools, even if 
they cannot enjoy the benefit of higher institutions, may by self-culture make - 
great attainments in their favorite branches of learning and science. A man 
with only a good common-school education, may make great progress in general 
knowledge, or in those special studies to which he is inclined by his circum- 
stances, taste and ability, and thus make his life a greater blessing to himself, his 
friends and his country.
